Row 7 Ch 1 , turn; BPdc around each of first 
2 sts, *FPdc around each of next 3 sts, BPdc 
around each of next 2 sts; repeat from * 
across — 18 BPdc, 24 FPdc. 

Row 8 Ch 1 , turn; FPdc around each of first 
2 sts, *BPdc around each of next 3 sts.

Row 2 (WS) Ch 3, turn; do not sk first st (here 
and throughout), dc in first st, 2 dc in each st 
across— 14 dc. 

Row 3 Ch 3, turn; dc in first 2 sts, *2 
dc in next st, dc in next st; repeat from * 
across— 21 dc. 

Row 4 Ch 3, turn; dc in first 3 sts, *2 dc 
in next st, dc in next 2 sts; repeat from * 
across— 28 dc. 

Row 5 Ch 3, turn; dc in first 4 sts, *2 dc 
in next st, dc in next 3 sts; repeat from * 
across— 35 dc. 

Row 6 Ch 3, turn; dc in first 5 sts, *2 dc 
in next st, dc in next 4 sts; repeat from * 
across — 42 dc. 

Note Begin working in rounds. 

Round 7 (RS) Ch 3, turn; dc in first 6 sts, *2 
dc in next st, dc in next 5 sts; repeat from * 
across, ch 1 , turn to work across straight edge, 
work 35 sc eveniy across edge, ch 1, join with 
si st in top of beg ch — 49 dc, 35 sc. 

Round 8 (RS) Ch 1, do not turn; sc in each of 
first 49 dc, si st in FL of first sc, [sk next sc, 5 
dc in FL of next sc (sheli made), sk next sc, si 
st in FL of next 2 sc] 6 times, sk next sc, 5 dc 
in FL of next sc, sk next sc, si st in next sc 
and join with si st in top of beg sc — 7 sheiis. 
Fasten off. 



Strap 

With MC, ch 4. 

Row 1 Sc in 2nd ch from hook and each ch 
across — 3 sc. 

Row 2 Ch 1 , turn; sc in each st across. 
Rows 3-54 Repeat Row 2. 

Row 55 Ch 1 , turn; sc in first st, ch 1 , 
sk next sc [buttonhoie made], sc in next 
st — 2 sc, one ch-1 buttonhoie. 

Rows 56 and 57 Repeat Row 2 — 3 sc. 
Rows 58-60 Repeat Rows 55-57. 

Row 61 Repeat Row 55. 

Row 62 Repeat Row 2. 

Row 63 Ch 1 , sk first sc, 2 sc in next sc, 
ch 1, si st in iast sc. 

Fasten off.

Work same as Bib 1, except work Cupcake 
and Strap in D and Frosting in E.

With C, make an adjustabie ring. 

Round 1 (RS) Ch 3, 11 dc in ring, join 
with si st in top of beg ch — 12 dc.

Weave in ends. 

Using back of Frosting Round 8 as a 
seam guideiine, use B (E) to whipstitch 
Erosting to Cupcake. Sew Cherry to 
top of Cupcake. Use B (E) to whipstitch 
short, non-buttonhoie end of Strap in 
piace about six sts to the right of Cherry. 
Sew button to back of Erosting about 6 
sts to left of Cherry. #

1 Yoke is worked from the neck down to 
underarm. At the underarm, sts are skipped to 
form armholes, and the body is worked from 
underarms down to lower edge.

3 Jacket can be made with or without sleeves, 
and closed with a ribbon tie or with buttons. 
Sleeves are worked directly into the armholes, 
down to the wrist edge.

ch, place a marker in the center dc of the 3-dc 
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group just made (for other sleeve), dc in last 15 
ch (for other front) — 58 dc. 

Row 2 Ch 1 , turn; [sc EL in each st to next 
marked st, 3 sc EL in marked st, move marker 
to center st of 3-sc group just made] 4 times, 
sc EL in each st across — 66 sts. 

Row 3 Ch 3 (counts as first dc here and 
throughout), turn; [dc BL in each st to next 
marked st, 3 dc BL in marked st, move marker 
to center st of 3-dc group just made] 4 times, 
dc BL in each st across — 74 sts. 

Rows 4-9 (11) Repeat last 2 rows 3 (4) 
times — 122 (138) sts. 

Form Armholes 

Row 10 (12) Ch 1, turn; sc EL in each st 
to first marked st, sc EL in marked st, ch 
7, sk all sts across to next marked st (for 
Armhole), sc EL in marked st, sc EL in each 
st to next marked st, sc EL in marked st, 
ch 7, sk all sts across to last marked st 
(for Armhole), sc EL in marked st, sc EL in 
each st across— 76 (84) sts and 2 ch-7 
armhole sps. 

Body 

Work Row 11 (13) in each st and ch of 
Row 10 (12). Do not work into the skipped 
sts of Row 9 (11). 

Row 11 (13) (RS) Ch 3, turn; 4 dc in next 
st (half fan made), sk next 3 (2) sts, sc in 
next st, *sk next 3 (2) sts, 9 dc in next st 
(fan made), sk next 3 (2) sts, sc in next 
st; repeat from * across to last 4 (3) sts, 
sk next 3 (2) sts, 5 dc in last st (half fan 
made) — 10 (15) fans and one half fan at 
each end. 

Row 12 (14) Ch 1, turn; sc in first dc, *ch 
2, sk next 4 dc, (dc, ch 2, dc) in next sc, 
ch 2, sk next 4 dc, sc in next dc; repeat 
from * across— 11 (16) (dc, ch 2, dc) 
groups. 

Row 13 (15) Ch 1 , turn; sc in first sc, *sk next 
ch-2 sp, 9 dc in next ch-2 sp, sk next ch-2 sp. 
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sc in next sc; repeat from * across — 11 (16) 
fans. 

Row 14 (16) Ch 4 (counts as dc, ch 1), turn; 
dc in first st, ch 2, sk next 4 dc, sc in next dc, 
*ch 2, sk next 4 dc, (dc, ch 2, dc) in next sc, 
ch 2, sk next 4 dc, sc in next dc; repeat from * 
across to last 4 dc, ch 2, sk last 4 dc, (dc, ch 
1, dc) in last sc. 

Row 15 (17) Ch 3, turn; 4 dc in first ch-sp, sk 
next ch-2 sp, sc in next sc, *sk next ch-2 sp, 9 
dc in next ch-2 sp, sk next ch-2 sp, sc in next 
sc; repeat from * across to last ch-2 sp, sk last 
ch-2 sp, 4 dc in next ch-1 sp, dc in 3rd ch of 
beginning ch. 

Rows 16 (18)-23 (29) Repeat last 4 rows 2 
(3) times. 

Rows 24 (30) and 25 (31) Repeat Rows 12 
(14) and 13 (15). 

Do not fasten off. 

Edging 

Row 1 (RS) Ch 1, do not turn; working in 
ends of rows across side edge, work sc evenly 
spaced up edge, around neck edge, and down 
other side edge. 

Row 2 Ch 1, do not turn; working in opposite 
direction, sk first sc, rev sc in each sc across 
edging. 

Fasten off.

(Make 2 — optional) 

Work Round 1 in each of the ch-7 armhole 
chains and the skipped sts of Row 9, working 
over a total of 30 (34) sts around each Armhole. 
Round 1 With RS facing and beginning across 
opposite side of one of the armhole chains, join 
yarn with sc in first ch closest to back of jacket, 
sk next 2 ch, 9 dc in next ch, sk next 2 ch, sc 
in last ch of Armhole; working over skipped sts 
of Row 9 (11), sk next 2 (3) sts, 9 dc in next st, 
sk next 2 (3) sts, [sc in next st, sk next 2 sts, 9 
dc in next st, sk next 2 sts] 2 times, sc in next 
st, sk next 2 (3) sts, 9 dc in next st, sk last 2 
(3) sts; join with si st in first sc — 5 fans. 

Round 2 Ch 5 (counts as dc, ch 2), dc in same 
st as join, ch 2, sk next 4 dc, sc in next dc, 

*ch 2, sk next 4 dc, (dc, ch 2, dc) in next sc, 
ch 2, sk next 4 dc, sc in next dc; repeat from * 
around to last 4 dc, ch 2, sk last 4 dc; join with 
si st in 3rd ch of beginning ch. 

Round 3 (SI st, ch 3, 4 dc) in first ch-sp, sk 
next ch-2 sp, sc in next sc, *sk next ch-2 sp, 9 
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dc in next ch-2 sp, sk next ch-2 sp, sc in next 
sc; repeat from * around to last ch-2 sp, sk last 
ch-2 sp, 4 dc in first ch-sp again; join with si st 
in top of beginning ch. 

Round 4 Ch 1 , sc in same st as join, ch 2, sk 
next 4 dc, (dc, ch 2, dc) in next sc, *ch 2, sk next 
4 dc, sc in next dc, ch 2, sk next 4 dc, (dc, ch 2, 
dc) in next sc; repeat from * around to last 4 dc, 
ch 2, sk last 4 dc; join with si st in first sc. 
Round 5 Ch 1 , sc in same st as join, sk next 
ch-2 sp, 9 dc in next ch-2 sp, *sk next ch-2 
sp, sc in next sc, sk next ch-2 sp, 9 dc in next 
ch-2 sp; repeat from * around to last ch-2 sp; 
join with si st in first sc. 

Rounds 6-13 Repeat last 4 rounds 2 times. 
Fasten off. 

I finishing]"” 

Ribbon Tie 

Thread ribbon in and out through sts of 
last dc row before Armholes are formed. 



Tie ends of ribbon in a bow at front. 

Button Closure 

Sew 3 buttons evenly spaced across left front 
edge of top solid section. Use spaces between 
stitches of right front for buttonholes. 

Weave in ends. 

Ch 6; join with si st in first ch to form ring. 
Round 1 Ch 3 (counts as first dc here and 
throughout), work 17 dc in ring; join with si st 
in top of beginning ch — 18 dc. 

Round 2 Ch 1 , sc in same st as join, 3 dc 
in next dc, [sc in next dc, 3 dc in next dc] 8 
times — 36 sts. Join with si st to previous rnd. 
Round 3 Ch 4 (counts as dc, ch 1), dc in same 
st as join, ch 1 , sk next dc, sc in next dc, *ch 
1, sk next dc, (dc, ch 2, dc) in next sc, ch 1, sk 
next dc, sc in next dc repeat from * around to 
last dc, ch 1, sk last dc; join with si st in third 
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ch of beginning ch — 9 (do, ch 2, do) groups. 
Round 4 (Si st, ch 3, 2 do) in first ch-sp, 
sk next ch-1 sp, sc in next sc, *sk next ch-1 
sp, 5 dc in next ch-2 sp, sk next ch-1 sp, sc 
in next sc; repeat from * around to iast ch-1 
sp, sk last ch-1 sp, 2 dc in first ch-sp again; 
join with si st in top of beginning ch — 9 5-dc 
groups. 

Round 5 Ch 1 , sc in same st as join, ch 1 , sk 
next 2 dc, (dc, ch 2, dc) in next sc, *ch 1, sk 
next 2 dc, sc in next dc, ch 1, sk next 2 dc, 
(dc, ch 2, dc) in next sc; repeat from * around 
to last 2 dc, ch 1 , sk last 2 dc; join with si st 
in first sc. 

Round 6 Ch 1 , sc in same st as join, sk next 
ch-1 sp, 7 dc in next ch-2 sp, *sk next ch-1 
sp, sc in next sc, sk next ch-1 sp, 7 dc in next 
ch-2 sp: repeat from * around to last ch-1 sp, 
sk last ch-1 sp: join with si st in first sc — 9 
(7-dc) groups. 

Round 7 Ch 5 (counts as dc, ch 2), dc in 
same st as join, ch 2, sk next 3 dc, sc in next 
dc, *ch 2, sk next 3 dc, (dc, ch 2, dc) in next 
sc, ch 2, sk next 3 dc, sc in next dc; repeat 
from * around to last 3 dc, ch 2, sk last 3 dc; 
join with si st in third ch of beginning ch. 
Round 8 (SI st, ch 3, 4 dc) in first ch-sp, sk 
next ch-2 sp, sc in next sc, *sk next ch-2 sp, 

9 dc in next ch-2 sp, sk next ch-2 sp, sc in 
next sc: repeat from * around to last ch-2 sp, 
sk last ch-2 sp, 4 dc in first ch-sp again; join 
with si st in top of beginning ch — 9 (9-dc) 
fans. 

Round 9 Ch 1 , sc in same st as join, ch 2, sk 
next 4 dc, (dc, ch 2, dc) in next sc, *ch 2, sk 
next 4 dc, sc in next dc, ch 2, sk next 4 dc, 
(dc, ch 2, dc) in next sc; repeat from * around 
to last 4 dc, ch 2, sk last 4 dc; join with si st 
in first sc. 

Round 10 Ch 1 , sc in same st as join, sk next 
ch-2 sp, 9 dc in next ch-2 sp, *sk next ch-2 
sp, sc in next sc, sk next ch-2 sp, 9 dc in next 
ch-2 sp: repeat from * around to last ch-2 sp, 
sk last ch-2 sp; join with si st in first sc. 
Round 11 Ch 5 (counts as dc, ch 2), dc in 
same st as join, ch 2, sk next 4 dc, sc in next 
dc, *ch 2, sk next 4 dc, (dc, ch 2, dc) in next 
sc, ch 2, sk next 4 dc, sc in next dc; repeat 
from * around to last 4 dc, ch 2, sk last 4 dc;

Tapestry crochet sts are 
worked by carrying the nonworking strand 
over the top of the sts in the row below, 
while working single crochet sts with the 
working strand over the carried strand. 

The working strand’s sts cover and encase 
the carried strand. This method creates a 
substantial and thick fabric. If there are no 
color changes in a row, continue to work 
over the carried strand to achieve the same 
thickness throughout. 

2 To change colors, work last st of the 
working strand to last yarn over. Yarn over 
with the new working strand (previously the 
carried strand) and draw through all loops 
on hook to complete stitch. 

3 Each panel consists of 5 alternating 
sections of hearts and stripes with 22 rows 
in each section, for a total of 110 rows in 
each of the 4 panels. 

4 Heart sections of panels may have a dif- 
ferent gauge due to the changing of colors 
throughout the rows.

Rounds 1-6 = approx 8'720.5 diameter.

My First 



Teach kids to crochet with our tips, 
and in no time, they’ll be able to whip 
up Lucinda Guy’s Stripy Stu project 
from her book Kids Learn to Crochet. 




any kids find that 
crochet is the 
easiest needlecraft 
to learn. Introduc- 
ing them to the wonders of crochet 
requires the right tools, the right yarn, 
and the right first project, so that kids 
see the craft as fun instead of a chore. 

One of the benefits of teaching 
kids to crochet is that it hones their 
fine motor skills and hand-eye co- 
ordination. Children as young as six 
should be able to master the basics. 

While teaching, it's important 
to be patient, give praise, and — if 
you're in a classroom setting — real- 
ize that all kids don't learn at the 
same speed and some may need 
special attention. 

Before tackling the Stripy Stu 
project here, you'll need to teach 
kids how to do a basic slipknot, 
a chain, single crochet (see our 
Resources section on page 65 for a 
quick primer if you need it), fastening 
off, and some basic sewing. Because 
kids have limited attention spans, 
break up your sessions into bite-size 
pieces. And encourage practicing 
before moving from one skill to the 
next. The project itself builds on kids' 
basic techniques by teaching them to 
join yarn in order to create stripes.

Stu's body is made in two pieces of 
single crochet, both the same size.

Making a Foundation Chain 




Start by making a slipknot and 
I positioning it near the end of the 
hook. Wrap the working yarn (the yarn 
attached to the ball or skein) around the 
hook as shown. Wrapping the yarn in 
this way is called a yarn over. 




2 Draw the yarn through the loop on 
the hook by catching it with the 
hook and pulling toward you. 




3 One chain stitch is complete. Lightly 
tug on the yarn to tighten the loop 
if it is very loose, or wiggle the hook 
to loosen the loop if it is tight. Repeat 
from step 1 to make as many chains as 
required for your pattern. 




4 To count the number of chain stitches 
made, hold the chain so that the "V"s 
are all lined up. Do not count the loop on 
the hook or the slipknot you made when 
beginning the chain. Each V counts as 
one chain made. 




^ Insert the hook under both the front 
I and back loops (i.e., under the com- 
plete "V") of the 2nd chain from the 
hook. Wrap the yarn over the hook from 
back to front (this is called a yarn over) 
and catch it with the hook. Draw the yarn 
through the V. 




2 You now have two loops on the hook. 

Yarn over and draw the yarn through 
both loops on the hook. 




3 One single crochet stitch is complete. 

Continue to repeat steps 1 and 2, 
inserting the hook into each V across 
the row. 




4 When you reach the end of the row, 
make one chain stitch (this is called a 
turning chain), then turn the piece from 
right to left. To begin the next row, insert 
the hook under the V of the first stitch 
(skipping the one chain stitch you just 
made) and repeat the steps.
